English was under inquiry by the 
Ethics Commission on five issues 
related to his role as mayor. 

Two of the charges allegedly in- 
volved providing food and coffee for 
city employees from the city funds, 
another alleged that English had 
used city gas in his personal vehicle 
and another was related to the use of 
his wife's insurance business, 

A fifth charge, which involved 
the mayor's participation in the 
city's group health insurance plan, 
is (0 be sent to the state examiner 
for further investigation. 

According to published reports, 
the commission was presented with

No decision yet on New Brockton mayoral deadlock 


Citizens in New Brockton are 
still wondering this week just who 
will become their next mayor and 
city officials are also puzzled as to 
which set of councilmen will do the 
actual choosing. 


Incumbent James Driskell and 
councilman Robert Miles each re- 
ceived 215 votes in last week's run- 
off election in the city and while it 
has been decided that it will be up 
to the council to break the tie, the

The Coffee County District At- 
torney's office revealed last week 
that on June 17, 1988, Sheriff Brice 
Paul had requested assistance from 
the office concerning a shortage of 
funds that had been detected in the 
pistol license fund in the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department, in the 
Enterprise division. 

According to a press release from 
the District Attorney's office, the 
Department of Public Examiners of 
Public Accounts had discovered a 
shortage in the local fund of $5,250 
during a recent audit. 

An investigation was conducted 
by the District Attorney's office and 


last week all evidence discovered 
during the investigation was pre- 
sented to the Coffee County Grand 
Jury. 

The Grand Jury found insuffi- 
cient evidence to bring formal 
charges against any individuals and 
made several recommendations in 
an effort to prevent future shortag- 
es. 

Sheriff Paul stated that he had 
implemented the changes made by 
both the Grand Jury and state exam- 
iners, 

District Attorney Joel Folmar 
plans to file civil action as required 
by law to recover the shortage. 


Elba Water & Electric Board told 
residential sales down $60,000 


The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met Tuesday at 5 p.m. with a very 
short agenda. The only item on the 
printed schedule was approving the 
bills for payment. They totaled 
$22,659.04. 

During the short meeting, mem- 
bers were also briefed on the status 
of two bids recently awarded by the 
Board. 

A psoject to install a larger water 
line on Twin Oaks Road (off High- 
way 84 East) was awarded to Rus- 
sell Construction Company of Elba 
on a bid of $16,000 for labor alone. 
The city will purchase the pipe, es- 
timated to cost around $14,000, 
thus saving some in that depart- 
ment. 

The complete replacement of the 
sewer pumping station at the la- 
goon was also let on a bid basis and 
the re low bidder entered a 
cost of $33,000 for the project. The 
contractor on this project will be 
Blankenship and Lee. This is the fi- 
nal pump before all the sewage in 


dba goes into the-lagoons. 


Work on both projects is‘sched- 
uled to begin immediately. 

A review of the utility accounts 
by the board showed $14,895.54 in 


delinquent bills. This included two 
commercial accounts . . . one of 
$2602.17 and another of $7076.16. 
Board Secretary D. M. English stat- 
ed he expected both to be paid be- 
fore the end of the month. Six ac- 
counts on this total are listed as 
already having their meters re- 
moved. 

Board member Jack Prescott 
questioned one of these bad ac- 
counts, noting this customer had 
had their meter removed while he 
was city clerk for non-payment. He 


was told it would be checked to see 


if that original bill had been paid 
before the re-connect as board poli- 
cy requires, 

Bad checks totaled $5645.76, 
three of which have already been 
turned over to the courts for collec- 
tion, 

Vice Chairman Mickey Murdock, 
presiding in the place of absent 
Chairman Oscar Vaughan, noted 
that residential electric sales were 
down almost $60 thousand from 
last year. This also reflected a drop 
in power purchased but cut into the

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"Trust and ability to change are 
words social workers can be heard 
saying a lot in reference to their cli- 
ents,” said Hansen, "In a child pro- 
tective service case, children remain 
in their own homes while parents 
work toward making improvements 
so that further neglect of the chil- 
dren can be prevented. The worker 
can't expect parents to trust them 
instantly, but when the parents can 
see they are understood by the 
worker, then trust can develop." 

"The worker secks to involve the 
parents in identifying what needs to 
be changed," added Hansen, “and 
then she assists in finding resources 
to help. This is very time consum- 
ing and many families have multi- 
ple problems and the most urgent 
must be solved first. Various stan- 
dards exist in the professional litera- 
ture for caseload size, but the low- 
est is 10 families per worker and 
the highest is 40 families per work- 
er. Our two protective service work- 
ers now have 50-55 families," 

Adult Services and Com- 
munity Resources Supervis- 
or Glenda Frazier reported that 
during the past month her office had 
investigated 25 cases of child abuse, 
with the nature of the abuse being 
physical - 6, sexual - 4 and neglect 
-15, Of these cases, 16 were found- 
ed and 9 proved to be unfounded. 

"All children and adult abuse and 
neglect investigations have been 
placed in this unit by the director," 
said Frazier, "and this one job re- 
sponsibility requires a tremendous 
amount of work and creates a lot of 
stress on the staff when you consid- 
er that we are working in what may 


be a life or death situation,” 

During the past month there 
were 3 cases of adult abuse, with all 
three cases being cases of abuse, 

"The intake worker has also been 
placed in this unit and this is a very 
important unit,” added Frazier, "All 
contacts with this office for service 
must go to the intake worker for 
some type of disposition. During 
the last week in July the worker had 
a total of 82 contacts and secured 
school clothing for a number of 
children," 

Continuing, Frazier stated "We 
still need another homemaker, The 
three homemakers we have are do- 
ing an excellent job, but they have 
more clients than is recommended. 
We now have 60 clients and another 
20 on a waiting list if we are to be 
able to serve the elderly and disabled 
in this county.” 

Food Stamp Supervisur 
Debbie Jones reported that in 
July the county issued to a total of 
1,136 houscholds, with the total 
amountof stamps issued being val- 
ued at $118,832. 

"During the month of July we 
took 154 food stamp applications, 
processed 331 monthly report forms 
and made 277 case changes," stated 
Jones. "I would like to commend 
the food stamp staff for their excel- 
lent work." 

Child Support and Eligi- 
bility Unit Supervisor 
Dianne Parker reported that July 
was an "unusually quiet month." 

The total caseload for the month 
was 923 (ADC) and 729 (NADC), 
with total collections being

Did it rain upon the | 
earth before the flood? 


Bob Prichard 


Genesis 2:5-6 tells that before the creation of man, “the Lord God had not 
caused it to rain upon the earth, and there was not a man to ull the ground 
But there went up a mist from the earth, and watered the whole face of the 
ground.” Thus the Bible is explicit that it did not rain upon the earth before 
the creation of man, but the Bible does not state directly that it did not rain 
from the time of the creation to the flood, Apparently, however, it did not 
rain until the time of the flood. 

The Bible makes no mention of any rain until the rains that brought 
about the flood. This in itself is not strong evidence, but it does fit with the 
other evidence that our world was much different before the flood. This is in 
dicated by what God told Noah after the flood. God promised Noah that He 
would never destroy the earth again with a flood, and He promised Noah a 
sign. Genesis 9:12-13 reads, "And God said, this is the token of the coven 
ant which I make between me and you and every living creature that is with 
you, for perpetual generations: I do set a bow in the cloud, and it shall be 
for a token of a covenant between me and the earth.” Thus.God gave Noah, 
and all mankind the rainbow as a token of His covenant not to destroy the 
earth with a flood. The rainbow was’new to Noah. If it had rained before the 
time of the flood, rainbows would have been common. 

Genesis 1:7 says that when God created the earth, He “made the firma 
ment, and divided the waters which were under the firmament from the wa 
ters which were above the firmament.” Verse 8 tells us that God called the 
firmament “heaven.” Thus there werg waters below the skies, or heaven, and 
there were waters above them. Those waters above the firmament formed a4 
great canopy of water vapor around the earth, This canopy of water vapor 
would have been invisible, allowing the light from the sun to penetrate, and 
cause a “green house” effect on the earth. Geological evidence, such as the 
worldwide distribution of warm weather animal fossils, points to a uniform 
worldwide tropical climate. The worldwide, warm, mild climate would have 
inhibited the movement of great air masses as we sce them today, and thus 
made rain less likely. 

The source of the waters of the flood is described in Genesis 7:11-12: “the 
same day were all the fountains of the great deep broken up, and the win 
dows of heaven were opened. And the rain was upon the earth forty days and 
forty nights." The waters came from below the firmament, and also rained 
from above the firmament for forty days and nights, showing the tremen 
dous volume of water in the canopy of water vapor surrounding the earth,

When a person becomes a fresh- 
man (grade 9) in high school, he or 
she must make a decision about 
which course of study to take. One 
course of study leads to an advanced 
diploma, the other results in a stan- 
dard diploma. 

The main difference between the 
advanced and standard diploma is 
that the advanced course better pre- 
pares students for college. This 
doesn't mean students with a stan- 
dard diploma can't attend college - it 
just simply states that if they 
choose the advanced course o! study 
three credits of advanced maths, 
three credits of advanced sciences, 
four credits of English, one full 
credit each of Alabama History, 
World History, American History, 
Government/Economics, and one 
unit of Physical Education 

Requirements for graduation in 
1989-90 include 25 full credits 
compared to the 22 needed for grad- 
uates of 1988-89. This has been set 
by the Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Before graduating, all students 
must pass the Alabama High 
School graduation exam.

Beyond The Sandwich

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4-H Market Lamb 
Project 

The 4-H Lamb Market Project is 
growing very fast across the coun- 
try. This is true for several reasons. 
More adults are producing sheep, 
more parents are interested in their 
child becoming involved in a posi- 
tive and worthwhile project and 
young people as a whole enjoy 
working with livestock and just 
like cattle and horses, lambs are 
among their favorite animals to 
work with. 

Sheep belong to the ovine fami- 
ly. They're ruminant just like 
cattle. Therefore, they chew their 
cud and consume good quality 
roughage such as grass and convert 
it to a meat product. Sheep can ac- 
tually yield two different products. 
These being wool and meat. Wool 
can make up to 10% of a sheep pro- 
ducer's income. While meat produc- 
tion or market lambs make up the 
remaining 90%, As I said carlicr, 
the 4-H Lamb Project is rapidly 
gaining popularity all over the U, 
S. and particularly here in Alaba- 
ma. This project consists of select- 
ing 2-3 month old feeder lambs that 
would gain rapidly and produce a 
high quality meat product. 

The lambs are maintained in a 

small lot or pen and finished on a 
ration of roughage, corn and supple- 
ment. On the average, lambs are 
sold at 6-9 months of age. Howev- 
er, many lambs are much older than 
this because they are shown at sev- 
eral fairs and shows around our area. 
There are several advantages to 
showing lambs. First, even the 
youngest child can handle a lamb. 
Most often these lambs are ewe 
lambs, which are females, and are 
kept to be bred or sold to a producer 
for his herd, It requires a fairly min- 
imal investment. Of course, you 
can pay top dollar which can run as 
much as $400-$500 for a lamb or 
pay around $100-$200 for a good 
quality show lamb. Any price lamb 
is available. You can find $50 
lambs and $500 lambs. It's really 
your choice as to how much you 
want to pay, if you don't want to 
drag the project out over a long per- 
iod of time. It can usually be com- 
pleted from purchase to selling in 
about 3 months. I personally like 
projects like this for my kids. My 
son is five years old and is showing 
2 lambs this year. And already, he 
has learned how to care for his 
lambs, the responsibilities that go 
with committing to a project such 
as this and will gain a betier under- 
standing of agriculture and what it's 
all about. 

In selecting a feeder lamb, you 
can choose either a ewe or a wether, 
which is a castrated male that can 
be purebred or crossbred. The three 
main factors that you are looking 
for when selecting lambs are mus- 
cling, frame size and weight. They 
should have a high degree of mus- 
cling, be a moderate frame, hopeful- 
ly a frame that will finish at around 
110-125 pounds and look correct in 
the amount of finish that it is carry- 
ing. The easiest way to figure this 
is if you buy a 40 pound lamb and 
you are feeding him 1 1/12 pounds 
of feed a day of a 14-16% ration the 
lamb should gain about 1/2 pound a 
day. Or it should take around 5 
months to finish the lamb to 120 
pounds. 

The 4-H Market Lamb Project is 
a super way for your child or you as 
a young person to get involved ina 
very worthwhile and fun livestock 
project. 

One other advantage | didn't 
mention earlicr is that the 4-H 
Lamb Project does not take a lot of 
space to handle the lamb. If you are 
interested in becoming involved in 
any project such as this, give me a 
call at 894-5596 and I will be glad 
to help you get started.

about a day, Food in the refrigerator 
will normally last 4 to 6 hours after 
the power goes off. If the food is - 
still frozen when the power comes 
back on, you have no problem.

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County Commission votes 4-3 to spend $95,000 to 


install sewer lines to proposed site of new Health Dept. 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept.26 at the courthouse in Elba 
and took the first step toward the 
construction of a new health depart- 
ment in Enterprise by voting to 
employ a Dothan construction firm 
to install sewer lines to the site of 
the proposed building on Highway 
167, north of Enterprise. 

Klapal Construction was the low 
bidder on the installation of the 
lines with a bid price of $86,377.50 
and the commission had postponed 
the awarding of the contract until 
the specifications had been reviewed 
by an engincer. 

At Monday's meeting, a repre- 
sentative of Polyengincering, Inc., 
was in attendance and recommended 
that the low bid be accepted. 

Comm, Billy Eagerton stat- 
ed "If you measure mileage from 
the courthouse in Enterprise to the 
site on 167 it is 3.4 miles. If you 
measure the mileage from the court- 
house to the county's land in New 
Brockton it is only 5.1 miles. Is it 
worth spending $100,000 to install 
sewer lines when you can go just 
1.7 miles farther and put the build- 
ing in New Brockton. New Brock- 
ton is still in the Enterprise divi- 
sion of Coffee County and if the 
health department is built there the 
county can save $100,000." 

Comm. Bill Faulk remarked 
"There isn't room at New Brockton 
to build the building. We have 27 
acres of land on 167 and I thought 
the issue had been settled on where 
the health department is going to be 


built.” 

Comm. Sid Averett, the 
most vocal supporter of the health 
department's request for a new 
building, said "There is no space in 
New Brockton to build a health de- 
partment! I think the site on 167 is 
the best choice and my question is 
why we keep using the health de- 
partment as a political football?" 

Comm, Jimmy Bryan stated 
"We have discussed the this issue in 
the past and it is obvious that we 
have a majority of commissioners 
who are willing to spend $100,000 
before they even start building a 
new health department." 

Commissioners Damascus Crit- 
tenden, Bill Faulk, Sid Averett and 
Eugene Bradley voted in favor of a 
motion to accept the low bid, while 
Jimmy Bryan, Billy Eagerton and 
Robert Stevens all voted against the 
motuon. 

The site on which the new 
health department is to be built is 
located 3.4 miles from downtown 
Enterprise on Highway 167 and was 
given to the commission by the 
Enterprise Industrial Board. While 
the land was donated, the commis- 
sion must extend the city of Enter- 
prise's sewer and water lines to the 
site and the project will cost ap- 
proximately $95,000, including en- 
gincering Costs. 

The bi-monthly meeting began 
at 9:00 at the courthouse in Elba 
and after the routine approval of the 
minutes the commission awarded 
several contracts to low bidders.

Outgoing mayor and councilmen 
hold final meeting Monday night 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday at 5 p.m. in what is proba- 
bly the final gathering of the 
present administration. The new 
mayor and council members take 
office next Monday. 

All members were present for 
the brief meeting where the only or- 
der of business was to approve pay- 
ment of the monthly bills that have 
been created during the current 
month. Mayor Bob English ex- 
plained that he was doing this to 
keep the new officials from having 
to approve bills when they have no 
knowledge of the purchase. He not- 
ed he had already discussed this mat- 


ter with several members of the in- 
coming administration including 
Mayor-elect Fred Moore. 

These bills were divided into two 
roups. The larger group, totaling 
12,345.58, were purchases for 

which bills have already been re- 
ceived. The other group, for 
$1,549.02, were purchases for 
which purchase orders were issued 
but bills have not yet been re- 
ceived. 

English also said he would be 
meeting with Moore on Friday to 
review purchases made by the City 
during this last week of the current 
administration. 


Tyson quoted in NCAA release 


Former Elba High School assist- 
ant principal Willie Tyson, now an 
assistant football coach at Southern 
University, was quoted in the Sep- 
tember 12, 1988 edition of the 
NCAA News, a weekly newsletter 
published by the National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association, for his 
views on academics and athletics. 

In the article, Coach Tyson stat- 
ed "As a university and as a football 
staff, our concern is that each indi- 


vidual on our team receives a quali- 
ty education, When Southern re- 
cruits, it lets prospective student- 
athletes know that they're coming 
here first to receive an education 
and second to play football." 

Continuing, Tyson said "The 
public needs to know that we're not 
over here just playing football. We 
want them to know that we're doing 
all we can to help our kids get an 
education." 


Gulf Atlantic Culvert, of Talla- 
hassce, Florida, was the low bidder 
on 80 pipes and 12 rings with a bid 
of $8,054.42, while Heath Oil 
Company, of Enterprise, was the 
low bidder on both gasoline and die- 
sel fuel for the county with bid 
prices of $.714 per gallon on gas 
and $.458 per gallon on diesel fuel. 

Dravo Basic Materials, of Birm- 
ingham, was the successful bidder 
on crushed stone. 

Bids were also opened on a new 
building to be constructed at the 
Farm Center, at New Brockton, and 
the bids ranged from a low of 
$59,854 from Tindel Livestock, of 
Graceville, Florida, on just the 
building parts, to a high of $83,424 
from Andalusia Development Com- 
pany on the actual construction of 
the building. 

The commission tabled action 
until the Farm Center committee 
can review the bids. 

The county's problem of parking 
at the County Jail, Health Depart- 
ment in Elba and Human Resources 
building may soon be just a bad 
memory, as at Monday's meeting 
the commission voted to purchase a 
large lot and home located across 
the street from the jail and next 
door to the health office. 

The price for the lot and home 
was $18,500 and the commission is 
expected to sell the home to a mo- 
ver and then make a parking lot on 
the property.

***received the monthly fuel report 
on all county vehicles and equip- 
ment; 

***was given the state bid price on 
all items, including trucks and po- 
lice vehicles; 

***agreed to give county highway 
department employees until Feb.1, 
1989 to get comp time and vacation 
time down to 240 hours;

County judge asks to be dropped 
from New Brockton election suit 


Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley requested last week 
that to avoid any “judicial impro- 
pricty" he be excused from hearing 
a case involving the controversial 
election of a mayor in the City of 
New Brockton. 

Judge McAliley stated that he 
was close friends with both the 
plantiff in the case and the defendant 
and wanted to avoid any appearance 
of impropriety in the matter. 

The election challenge was filed 
last week by Robert L. Miles, a 
New Brockton councilman, who ran 
for the office of mayor and finished 
in a 215-215 deadlock in the runoff 
election. 

Miles stated the decision to con- 
test the election came after he alleg- 
edly learned that "illegal votes were 
given to James Driskell (the incum- 
bent mayor) which, if taken from 
him, will reduce the number of le- 
gal votes given to Driskell" and re- 
sult in Miles being declared the 


winner. 

The night of the election, Miles 
declared he had proof that “illegal 
procedures were going on with ab- 
sentee ballots" and announced plans 
to contest the election. 

The office of the Coffee County 
District Attorney is reportedly in- 
vestigating the accusations and if 
found, will present any evidence to 
the Grand Jury.

The new Elba city officials will 
be sworn into office on Monday, 
October 3, at 9 a.m.

City school teachers & employees get pay raise 


The Elba City Board of Ed- 
ucation held a special meeting on 
Friday, Sept.23 and granted pay 
raises to all employees of the sys- 
tem, as mandated by the state. 

Board members Nadine White, 
Stan Marsh and Tom Maddox, the 
only members in attendance, were 
given a review of the system's pay 
schedule for the past three years and 
then heard Supt. Lamar Foley rec- 
ommend the increase, as mandated. 

"I recommend that at this time 
the board grant the 7.5 percént raise 
as mandated by the state and grant 
the raise based on the actual state 
allotment,” said Foley. "The actual 
teacher salaries are slightly hi,’ <r 
than the state allotment, bit the 


school system doesn't have the 
funds to base the raises on the actu- 
al salaries at this time and it would 
be beneficial if the board would 
base the raises on state allotment." 

The board agreed with the super- 
intendent’s recommendation and 
granted the raises, which range from 
a high of $1,874 annually to a low 
of $1,395. 

After the approval of the raise 
for the teachers, the board also 
granted a 7.5 percent pay increase to 
all support personnel, The raise 
will be based on the actual salary, 
as mandated by the state. 

Supt. Foley told the board that 
the total salary increase would 
amount to $140,000 per year. 


In other action, the board ap- 
pointed fellow member Bob Rober- 
son to the system's assessment 
team. 


Following the swearing in activ-
